The government Inquisitor, on fig- 
ures submitted, showed that the Con- 
tinental Oil company, a Standard sub- 
sidiary In the middle west, made pro- 
flts of 115 per cent, on its capitaliza- 
tion of 5300,000, and that the Stand- 
ard company of Indiana on a capitali- 
zation of $1,000,000 earned about 
$55,000,000 between 1S99 and 1906. 
Counsel for the company declared that 
the actual assets of the company wero 
greater than the capitalization, as the 
company had turned bad: Into the pro- 
perty large sums from earnings. 

Through Mr. Tilford, tho counsel 
for the government, sought to bring 
out that in California and other states 
of the far west, the Standard had 
made contracts with 3ts competitors 
Whereby the Standard Oil obtained all 
the crude oil supply and thereby en- 
Joyed the refining field to Itself. Mr. 
Tilford said he had little knowledge 
of these contracts. Deferring to tho 
oil trade cutting wars in Colorado 
and in the far west, Mr. Tilford said 
that the Standard never cut prices to 
undersell its competitors, but simply 
lowered rate to meet the reduction of. 
its rivals. 

Mr. Tllford's examination will likely 
be concluded tomorrow, and either 
Win. Rockefeller or Frank S. Mnffatt, 
•president of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, will be called to testify. 

Mr. Archbold, In his evidence, said 
that the establishment of marketing 
stations to compete with the rivals of 
the Standard naturally forced tho 
small dealers and jobbers actually 
from the field. 

Some correspondence between oil 
producers and tho Pennsylvania geo- 
logical survey, showing the apparent 
limitations of crude oil production 
possibilities in the early days, was 
spread on the record, wth the evident 
design of showing the hazards of tho 
business testified to by Mr. Rocke- 
feller and Mr. Archbold.

coming civic elections will 'have an op- 
portunity of expressing themselves on 
the closing of shops on Sunday. In 
response to a petition signed by nearly 
450 Individuals In every walk of life, 
the city council at last night's session, 
determined that the petitioners' re- 
quest should be grunted. 

The request was explained by Ald- 
erman Gleuson who stated that early 
In the year he hud introduced a bylaw 
which provided for the closing on the 
Sabbath, of all shops as well as places 
of amusement such as bowling alleys, 
billiard and pool rooms, dance halls, 
etc. The council then saw lit to ex- 
clude from the provisions of the meas- 
ure such places as cigar and fruit 
stands and now it ts the Wish of a 
large number of the rate payers that a 
referendum should be taken which 
would prove a direction to the incom- 
ing council as to just what the ma- 
jority of the voters wanted. On this 
referendum the next year's council 
could act. 

City Solicitor Mann expressed the 
doubt whether the council could pass 
legislation regulating Sunday closing. 
There Is now a .Dominion act In force 
bearing on this matter. 

Mayor Hall pointed out that in this 
ease it would be merely a matter of 
regulation and he thought the city has 
the right to pass a bylaw as it did 
in the ease of the pooirooins and 
other places of amusement. 

Favors Step 
Alderman Cameron expressed him- 
self as In favor of the referendum. 
When the bylaw referred to came up 
for consideration earlier in the year, 
he took the stand that in such eases, 
as the council had received no declara-

taken. If it were shown to be the

The owners of sailing ships are now 
confronted by the problem of standing 
by the Union rate of 27s 6d, made for 
carrying grain from Puget Sound or 
Portland to the United Kingdom or 
laying their vessels up Indefinitely. The 
bulk of' the owners are included in the 
Sailing Ship Owner's International 
Union which has made this rate and 
as tlie charterers will not pay the 
rale, the Union ships have remained 
idle. Quite a fleet is disengaged at 
Esquimalt and in Royal Roads, many 
of the ships having been here since 
last June. The International Union 
recently met In London to consider the 
problem with which It is confronted. 
The question was thoroughly discussed 
and while some of the owners desired 
to cut the union minimum, the union 
went on record as favoring no change 
at present. 

These owners asking for a conces- 
sion were nearly all from the Clyde 
and they asked permission to accept 
lower rates so as to get their tonnage 
away from this coast. However they 
failed to poll sufficient votes to carry 
proposition and no action was 



able for grain or lumber, number six- 
teen vessels in British Columbia 
waters and on Puget Sound. These 
vessels measure 32, 979 tons. Some of 
them have been Idle nearly a year, 
notably the British bark Loudon Hill, 
anchored at Tacoma, which arrived 
from Liverpool last February.

The redoubtable Col. "Sam" Hughes, 
M.P., and tho oft-elected member for 
Victoria and Hallburton, arrived in 
town last evening upon a very brief 
visit, registering at the Empress, re- 
turning to Vancouver by this morn- 
ing's boat. 

"I am just out upon private busi- 
ness," said Col. Hughes at tho Em- 
press last evening, "and I will bo only 
here for a few hours." 

Asked why Onturlo did not turn out 
in accordance with Conservative cal- 
culations In tho recent election, the 
colonel remarked that few "calcula- 
tions" arc ever borno out. In this 
case there wero both positive and 
negative reasons. The positive rea- 
sons were: Sir Wilfrid Laurler's ap- 
peal for a last chance; their secret 
pledges to their Liberal friends of re- 
formation, a convention reminding one 
of the old abandoned woman In the 
police court "never to get drunk 
again"; tho appeal made systemati- 
cally for years privately to the com- 
patriots and co-religionists of all na- 
tionalists in Canada to "stand by the 
man who has stooxl by us in giving no 
positions, grants,* favors, judgeships, 
contracts," etc.; their persistent pro- 
mises of of (Ices, positions and grants 
of money such as any unscrupulous 
government in powor always give; and 
their oft repeated slanders on Con- 
servative 'cy and men. Besides all 
these and nitely more powerful 
with poor riling people were 'he 
unblushing and lavish expenditure of 
corruption funds. 

Negative Causes. 
The negative causes of defeat wero: 
The charges unjustly hurled at Hon. 
Geo. E. Foster; lack of efficient or- 
ganization; too much dependence on 
mere recitals of graft and scandal:-, 
and not enough of thorough active 
energy in some parts. 

In reply to n question to explain tho 
charges of corruption and the scarcity 
of protests, Col. Hughes said: "It costs 
money to run a protest, and In any 
event the government being in power, 
and times being hard they would Just 
centre their machines from all over 
Canada on tho 'ridings opened and cor- 
rupt everything worse than ever. Only 
organized physical force can clear a 
riding of such scallawngs, as I have 
proven before this date myself. 

It seems that last session Colonel 
Hughes led In an address to have the 
lumber and timber interests of Can- 
ada placed on an equal basis with 
those of the United States. In other 
regards, too, he appealed to higher 
lines than mere recitals of graft. 
This, the Colonel says, resulted lit an 
organization of splendid gentlemen, 
and as a result of their efforts the 
ridings of South Bruce, North Grey, 
North Simcoe, Parry Sound, North 
Ontario, and East Peterboro, wero 
captured from tho enemy. Nlplssing 
and East Algoma wero also redeemed 
on similar lines. "I cannot but thin!;." 
said the traveller, "that had a'.bold 
fearless, progressive policy, free from 
pandering to any fad, any race, any 
creed, but having the up-building of 
all Canada at heart, similar results 
would have attained in other ridings." 

On being asked his views on the i 
Oriental problem, tho member for Vic- : 
torla and Hallburton said: "Now you 
are on dellcato ground. While my 
views are purely my own and not for 
or of the party, yet It seems to me 
they are but right. I have had very 
serious discussion^ with my friends 
here on this very question and the 
perverse fellows will not agree with 
mo at all. In British Columbia all 
Orientals, Japanese, Chinese and 
Hindus, are treated alike it seems. 
From my view-point no man should 
be paid to come to Canada, no man 
should bo admitted to residence hero 
to compete with our home men, unless 
he gives satisfactory pledges of his in- 
tentions to become a citizen of Can- 
ada, to bring up Ills family hero 
decently, and to be ready at any call 
to defend this country and Its Institu- 
tions against allcomers. This applies 
to both Europeans and Asiatics alike. 
Now, neither Jap, nor Chinaman will 
do those things. It is now known In 
the United States that the Japanese 
plan of making the Pacific a Japanese 
ocean, involving the colonization and 
ultimate control of the Pacific slope of 
America, peacably if they might, for- 
cibly if they must. The men, properly 
placed, could In an hour render com- 
munication between tho cast and the 
west of Canada and the United States 
impossible for six months. In so far as 
the transport of troops and supplies 
are concerned. The mere blowing up 
of a few tunnels, bridges and cuttings 
would accomplish the trick. When the 
Russo-Japanese war broke out many 
British and United States naturalized 
Japanese returned to fight for Japan. 

But with the Hindu it is essen r 
tlally different. The poor fellows do 
not come here of their own volition. 
They are Induced to come. They 
come under contract. Their families 
are not here, and In these regards 
objections may very properly he 
raised. I have no hesitation, however, 
in stating my belief that should a 
Hindu— a British subject— come, with 
his family, If he lias one, to Canada 
wthont being paid to come, with tho 
Intent of settling here, having a clean 
bill of health and character, ho should 
not bo prevented. 

"I like the Hindu people," said tho 
Colonel. "Scores of them were met In 
my visit to Australia and New Zea- 
land before the war at the Fiji Is- 
lands, and during the war in South 
Africa. History and experience both 
prove them to be a loyal, a most In- 
tellectual race. I go farther, and In 
my plan for "full partnership union 
of Great Britain and her Colonics," l 
always advocate including India as a 
co-partner. 

Tho Hindu as a rule Is honest, loval 
truthful, faithful, reliable and capable' 
attributes entirely wanting In many of 
the "Imported whites," who themselves 
having neither citizenship, Interest nor 
purpose of becoming citizens in Can- 
ada, seek to embroil Canada with In- 
dia." 

"The Hindu will not come to Canada 
unless paid to come. Make it criminal 
on thii part of the contractor, not the 
laborer, to pay any class to come un- 
der contract labor; but leave the door 
wide open for every honest Hindu In- 
tending to becomo a Canadian to free- 
ly enter our ports and tho difficulty is 
solved. Not one will come. When I 
see those splendid fellows wearing 
medals won in Britain's wars treated 
with Indignity It naturally excites In- 
dignation. They upheld the honor of 
the Empire when other, wide-mouthed 
nnd disloyal "whites" now opposing 
their coming here, were seeking to 
dismember the grand old Empire." 

"I have been very often questioned 
about the leadership of the Conserva- 
tive party," remarked Col. Hughes. 



"I have been very often questioned, 
and you can say from mo and in tho 
most emphatic manner possible too — 
that tho Conservative party, so far as 
my knowledge goes, Is absolutely 
satisfied with tho leadership of Mr. R. 
L. Borden, and will submlc to no 
change."

PARTIZANSHIP RUN MAD. 

A large number of our Eastern Lib- 
eral contemporaries have commented 
favorably upon the protest of the Col- 
onist against the introduction of iiie 
"race and religion" cry into politics. 
We would like to have their views 
Upon another matter, which Is of a 
more pressing character. It is being 
asserted by certain Liberals in British 
Columbia, and the assertion has found 
expression in the Liberal press of this 
province, that British Columbia gen- 
erally and tin' city of Victoria in par- 
ticular have lost any claim they might 
have to consideration at the hands of 
the Dominion government, because a 
majority of the representatives from 
this province are Conservatives and 
a cabinet minister was defeated in 
this constituency. Mr. Duncan Itoss, 
defeated Liberal candidate In Yale- 
Cariboo, expressed the idea at a ban- 
quet given in his honor when he said 
that lie wondered what would happen 
to that constituency during the next 
four years, seeing that he is not in the 
House of Commons and consequently 
cannot afford the time to look after 
its Interests. The member-elect for 
Yale-Cariboo, we tell our contempor- 
aries, is an intelligent, able and thor- 
oughly well- Informed gentleman, with 
speaking powers of more than ordin- 
ary excellence. In Mr. Templeman's 
valedictory he said something about 
his efforts to accomplish those things 
which his friends favored. Wo arc 
not giving his exact words, but the im- 
pression conveyed by what he said 
was that he recognized his responsibil- 
ity as a representative to be, not to 
the constituency, but to his political 
friends. Then we have been told over 
and over again that Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ler will punish British Columbia by 
refusing her cabinet representation. 
These tilings, It seems to us, illustrate 
partisanship run mad. 

We distinguish between the with- 
drawal of cabinet representation from 
the province and the other matters 
mentioned, but not because we eon- 
cede the principle that a premier has 
a right to punish a province for fail- 
ing to support him. We can under- 
stand that a premier will naturally 
desire in forming his cabinet to recog- 
nize those parts of the Dominion which 
have exhibited confidence In his ad- 
ministration. We have hardly reached 
that stage in politics In which we 
turn the other cheek to the smiting 
enemy, and if Kir Wilfrid Laurier 
should soy to British Columbia that, 
as it does not approve of his adminis- 
tration, he will not ask us to elect any 
one to be a member of it, we would 
hardly have a right to complain from 
the personal point of view, whatever 
we might think of the wisdom of his 
policy or the sagacity of his politics. 
But we do protest that the suggestion 
that the Dominion government would 
be justified in punishing a province 
because it lias elected a majority 
opponents of the government is out- 
rageous. 

<»n the other points there are moi 
tilings to be said. There are some Sfi 
constituencies in Canada which have 
elected Conservative candidates. If 



the policy of the government, which 
Mr. Smith will represent, but also tho 
needs of his constituency for appro- 
priations from tho Dominion treasury? 
Will every other consideration weigh 
as nothing when placed in the balance 
against Mr. Smith's defeat? Surely It 
would be partisanship run mad to 
make any such claims, and yet tills is 
to all Intents and purposes the posi- 
tion taken by some of our Liberal 
friends In this province. We would 
like to have the opinion of our Lib- 
eral contemporaries in the East upon 
this point. The present is a good time 
to settle the question whether the 
Canadian system is government by the 
party for tho country or government 
by the party for the party. 

THE G. T. PACIFIC. . 

.Mr. C. M. Hays, President of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, lias been inter- 
viewed by the Xew York Journal of 
Commerce and among other things he 
is reported to have said: 

"Already they have trains running 
regularly over the whole section of 
G60 miles west from Winnipeg Into 
Alberta, and progress is being made 
iin grading the first hundred miles 
east from Prince Rupert. He expects 
to see the whole line in operation from 
sea to sea, a distance of over 3,400 
miles, In tile autumn of 1911. Then 
he looks for turning the grain trade 
of the future great wheat region of 
Western Canada, If not that of north- 
western United States, to the Pacific, 
not only for the markets of Asia, but 
for Europe, as soon as the Panama Ca- 
nal is open in 1914. This is his own 
date. 

"An important factor in his calcula- 
I lion is the favorable gradient secur- 
ed through the Rocky Mountains, at 
Yellow Head Pass. The maximum, he 
says is, ill feet to tile mile going west 
and 26 going east. The highest maxi- 
mum in either direction compares with 
116 feet for the Great Northern, Nor- 
thern Pacific and Union Pacific, 18 5 
for the Santa Fe and for the Can- 
adian Pacific. Allowing for the dif- 
ference In tractive resistance of these 
grades, Mr. Hays says that a single 
engine will haul 2,041 tons of freight 
over the mountains to Prince Rupert, 
compared with 572 tons for the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific and Union 
Pacific routes to San Francisco, Port- 
land and Paget Sound, 376 tons for the 
Santa Fe and 298 for the Canadian Pa- 
cific. Tills, he thinks, will in a few 
years 'twist around, a great portion of 
the wheat export trade of the north - 
west,' and sond it to the Pacific; by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific line. An ad- 
vantage, besides the easy grade, is 
that there is very little snow In win- 
ter along that line, and he looks to 
see Prince Rupert become 'one of the 
very great grain ports of the world.' " 

Mr. Hays grew very enthusiastic 
over the future of the provinces of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, declaring 
that tile present cultivated area, is a 
mere patcli upon a farm of 300,000,000 
acres, and saying that when they are 
fully developed, the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific will send full cars of cattle, grain 
and minerals to Prince Rupert and 
take back east coal and timber which 
the prairie people will need. Then he 
says that there will be a fine line of 
steamers to Sydney, Australia, where- 
by 1,300 miles will be cut off from 
the journey from London to Australia 
by the Prince Rupert route us com- 
jared witli the route via New York. 
All this is very interesting, and we 
have no doubt of its realization. From 
a Victoria point of view we can look 
upon the prospective development of 
a great city at Prince Rupert with the 
greatest equanimity. The bigger it 
grows the better we shall like it. Long 
before the things, which Mr Hays 
anticipates, have been fully accom- 
plished, this city will be the headquar- 
ters of a great trans-oceanic trade.

• ■Chicago, representative electrical en- 
gineers from all the chief railroads of 
North America' wore present, and it 
was evident by the papers which wore 
read that within a few years at the 
fiutsido all the railway cars - oh the 
continent would be eciuippcd with 
electric light. It was shown {hat at 

' the present time there are in other 
countries over 30,000 -;cars fitted with 
electric lighting systems and this has 
in every case proved more convenient 
as well as much safer for the traveling 
Jiubllc. As regards the introduction 
of electric lighting by Canadian rail- 
ways, both the Canadian Pacille and 
the Grand Trunk companies are now 
carrying out duration trials on some 
of their cars. These cars have already 
Covered a total mileage of over one 
million miles, or four times around the 
world, without one report against 
them and it is expected that similar 
installations will gradually bo made 
until all the railway ears in the Do- 
minion arc thus equipped. 



, The Ottawa Journal reports a move- 
ment which has just been started In 
fho Federal capital which other com- 
munities in Canada might follow with 
profit.

■ Her excellency was just leaving 
Calcutta for England to attend the 
marriage of her daughter, Lady .-Ruby 
Elliot, to Viscount Errington. when 
the jewel case was snatched from the 
Hand of- her confidential maid. The 
thief's almost inconceivable boldness 
is shown by the fact that Lady MInto 
was surrounded at the time of the rob- 
bery by a large number of English and 
native police, and accompanied by 
several of her husband's aides. No- 
thing was said of the disappearance 
of the jewels- at the time, as the au- 
thorities insisted that the matter he 
kept secret. No trace of tlie jewels 
was found .'until two months ago, 
■when Mrs. Richmond, wflo of the pre- 
sident of tho Inter-Occanlc Engineer- 
ing' company, was robbed of a jewel 
case containing jewelry and about a 
couple of thousand dollars in money 
while on the way up by rail from 
Bombay to Simla. A native policeman 
got on the track of tlie thief, an 
extremely well-to-do, prosperous- 
looking Hindu, and on taxing ■ hlin 
With the theft and arresting him at 
Ajmere received an offer of a bribe 
of 500 rupees to permit him to escape. 
Tho policeman- bargained for more, 
and ultimately' the thief took him to 
his residence at Ajmere to complete 
the transaction. Trailed there by 
other policemen, the man was arrest- 
ed, the house searched, and concealed 
under the llbor were found not only 
Mrs. Richmond's jewels and money, 
bur. likewise all of the jewellery of 
Lady Minto, which the man had been 
nfraid to dispose of.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



Not the least remarkable thing 
about tin; Dowager Empress of China 
was her name. Someone lias pointed 
out that it took exactly half the al- 
phabet, twisted, doubled and trebled 
into fourteen syllables, to express in 
writing her full appellation. It was no 
wonder, therefore, that in the columns 
of the "Court Gazette'.' she was some- 
times referred to us "Tice-hslyu, etc.". 
but generally only as "the Empress." 
For her entire cognomen. T^e-nslyu- 
k'ang-yl-chao - chuang - ch'eng-shou- 
kung- ch ing- hslcn - ch' u ng - usl, was dis- 
tinctly too difficult to he attempted 
often, to say nothing of economical 
considerations of space. 

The late Dowager Empress was once 
described by an American Minister to 
China as Tzelii the Good, and he 
ranked her with the most virtuous 
and amiable monarchs of history. This 
however, was not the general opinion 
concerning her. The Dowager Em- 
press was seventy-four, and up to 
unite recently had raven hair without 
a single grey lock. She was about the 
medium height, large-boned, her eyes 
dark, her complexion sub-olive, and 
her feet, contrary to Chinese custom, 
of the natural size. Her voice, how- 
ever, was harsh, and she was singular- 
ly fond of jewelry. Three emperors 
have done homage to Tszehi. LI Hung 
Chang on- one occasion addressed a 
famous ode to his Boyal mistress, in 
which he praised her stature, her 
neck, her teeth, and her splendid 
robes. 



In China they bury at their leisure, 
and the most elaborate coflins, thick 
and solid — as they had need under the 
circumstances — are prepared by every 
Chinese during his lifetime. They are 
carefully stored In. readiness for the 
time of dissolution, and exhibited as 
part of the household furniture. Im- 
perial . personages erect mausoleums 
in readiness to receive tholr dust. The 
Empress had more than one, but the 
special favorite, which she was con- 
stantly repairing and beautifying, Is 
situated In "the Happy Region of a 
Myriad Years" upon the Western Hills, 
near Peking. 



In connection with the celebration 
of St. Andrew's Day In Montreal, a 
poetical greeting was sent by the Mon- 
treal society to brother Scots through- 
out tho world. Tho message was sent 
to 30 Scottish societies in the Domin- 
ion, as well as to Lord Minto, viceroy 
o'C India; Lord Aberdeen, viceroy of 
Ireland; Lord Strathcona, Canadian 
liigh commissioner in London, and 
others. It road as follows:

The See of York, to which Dr. Lan 
lias jusi been- appointed, dates, says 
tho Dally Chronicle, though not on 
interruptedly, from the tlrst establish- 
ment of Christianity in England, the 
sirst Archbishop having been appoint 
oil by King Lucius about the year 
ISO. The See was overturned by the 
Saxons, and revived In the seventh 
century by Pope Gregory, at whoso 
hands Paulinus received consecration, 
night up to the days of Henry I.. 
York and Durham were the only 
bishoprics In the North of England, 
the former also regulating the 
churches of Scotland, and continuing 
to do so until 1464. By a decision of 
the Court of Borne, to which the dis- 
pute as to precedency was referred, 
tlie Archbishop of York takes tin; title 
of Primate of England, his colleague 
of Canterbury being Primate of All 
England. York has had many famous 
Archbishops, and has given the Church 
of Rome eight saints and three card- 
inals, while to England if has yielded 
twelve Lord Chancellors and two Lord 
Treasurers. 



BRITISH OPINION' 

As regards naval dofonoe, says the 
.Morning Post, the leader of the Oppo- 
sition is willing to givo tho Govern- 
ment credit for meaning what they 
have said, but thinks it necessary to 
lay stress upon tlie vital Importance 
of maintaining tlie army in duo 
strength and efficiency.. Mr. Bal- 
four's remarks on this subject perhaps 
were intended to reassure' those who 
have found in some of his previous 
utterances, reason to believe' that bo 
over-esthnatod the defensive capacity, 
of naval, power unsupported by milit- 
ary power, at any rate in connection 
with the problem of how to prevent 
or to resist Invasion. He discussed 
tariff reform. .In, .such a 'way as to 
give tho. Impression that in his judg- 
ment tho cause had made very great 
1 logro.ss sine 2 the last. annual gather- 
ing took place. The testimony, whether 
oxplict or implied, of so, acute an ob- 
server cannot fall to" encourage both 
the leaders of the -movement and the 
lank and file who have been doing the 
spado work of tariff reform. 

It may be regarded as certain, says 
the Standard, that the result of tho 
"Kaiser crisis" will be to split public 
opinion in Germany into two well- 
defined parts— Into upholders of the 
present system of "constitutionally ex- 
ercised" personal rule and the ad- 
vocates of real constitutional govern- 
ment under responsible Ministers. On 
the one side will be ranged the whole 
of the governing and privileged classes 
and on the other the bulk of the middle 
classes and all those of tho working 
classes who do not remain Socialists, 
For a time tlie conservative forces, 
aided as they are by the Inefjualltic 
of the suffrage, will bo strong enough 
to back the Emperor in suressfully 
opposing the curtailment of Ills per- 
sonal power, lint there does not seem 
to be much doubt as to what will 
happen in the end. The 'masses of tlie 
German people are evidently tired of 
absolutism and feudalism in the vari- 
ous forms in which they still linger 
In Germany, and are resolved to claim 
their right to share in the government 
of the country. Hitherto their dis- 
content has found their chief expres- 
sion in the Socialist party, but if a 
new constitutional democratic party 
lie formed it will inevitably rally to its 
standard all men of liberal views, How 
strong this party could be made may 
be judged by tlie volume of public 
opinion which during the present crisis 
has shown itself to be resolutely op- 
posed to the _ existing regime. The 
political development of an enlightened 
nation cannot be arrested. Personal 
rule cannot stand against tlie pressure 
of tho unanimous demand of the peo- 
ple for power. The; Emperor baa 
bowed in the present Instance to the 
popular will, and though he has made 
no real concession to popular demands 
in the matter of constitutional Changes 
he has weakened his position. On 
futuro occasions he will be compelled 
to give ground, to surrender more 
and yet more of the Royal prerogatives 
until hut little vestige of absolutism 
remains. 
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In his Oxford day tlie new 
bishop of York, says tho Globe, 
prominent part in politics. He was a. 

member of the Canning Club, as his 
colleague of Canterbury had been be- 
fore him, but was so far from being 
overcome by the predominant Toryism 
of that Institution that ho succeeded 
in concentrating the attention of 
members on social reform. His work 
was appreciated, and his colleagues 
eventually elected lilni to the secre- 
taryship. As a speaker Dr. Lang was 
without a rival at Oxford, and lie leri 
a reputation at the Union which sur- 
vives to this day.

The Morning Post says:— Destruc- 
tive criticism and constructive sug- 
gestion are the two parts into which 
the duty of an Opposition naturally 
falls. The Conservative Confyre'nei 
now.-proeeedlng at Cardiff, 'if ud in par' 
tlcular Mr. Balfour's speech today 
must justify itself under both heads 
if it is to be counted a success. ' JSs 
regards destructive criticism, It would 
be dililctilt indeed to imagine a record 
more, susceptible to attack than that 
of the present Government. They 
might be excused for having suppress- 
ed the f auction of Parliament as an in, 
stltutlon for debating legislative pro- 
posals if they had adopted the prin- 
ciple of Cabinet autocracy in order to 
enact without delay urgent measures 
consonant with the general feeling of 
the country. On the contrary, they 
have resorted to the 'gag" in order to 
put forward measures relating es- 
pecially to education and licensing 
which by their own admission were 
In their original form so distasteful 
to the country that it was useless to 
push them without drastic amendment. 
The example of the Education Bill is 
particularly Instructive. Lately the air 
has been full of rumors of "com- 
promise." and the most Influential 
section of the Liberal press has been 
urging the Government to abandon the 
extremists, who have hitherto been al- 
lowed to dictate the Ministerial policy 
But If, after all, there is to be a settle- 
ment by compromise how can the Gov- 
ernment justify their previous attempt 
to force a different kind of Bill 
through Parliament by the use of the 
"gag?" The time wasted in the at- 
| tempt would have been ample for the 
passage of a practicable measure with- 
out restriction of debate. The same 
criticism applies to the Licensing Bill 
and to the various measures relating 
to land which have not vet been put 
through. 

Commenting on Mr. Balfour's speech 
at Cardiff, the Standard says: — Mr. 
Balfour's speech was in some sort the 
funeral oration of .the present Govern- 
ment, pronounced with that sauvlty of 
criticism which never fails to arouse 
a gloomy indignation upon the front 
bench. Traversing tho whole field of 
polities, Mr. Balfour set tlie achieve- 
ments of his Majesty's' Ministers in 
their true perspective, which narrows 
| Inevitably upon .dissolution and sub- 
sequent defeat. Upon two points, and 
only two— and with the second went a 
significant qualification— did Mr. Bal- 
four, speaking Tor tin. Unionist party, 
find himself in agreement with the 
Government. with regard to foreign 
affairs, lie affirmed the loyal support 
of tlie party towards the policy inher- 
ited by Sir Edward Grey from Lord 
Lansdowne, and inflexibly pursued by 
the Foreign Secretary, despite the pro- 
tests of the extreme Radicals and 
other eccentric camp-followers of the 
Government. Again with regard to' 
the Prime Minister's recent declaration 
that the Government intended to ad- 
here to the two-Power standard, Mr 
Balfour did not hesitate (., express his 
conviction that Mr. Asnulth had al- 
ways accepted It. Put when Mr. Bal- 
four turned to the legislative; record of 
the Government lie had to truce a 
series of mischievous blunders. j[r. 
Balfour's eloquent peroration, in whlcli 
he foretold the speedy collapse of the 
whole patchwork edifice of obsolete 
theory called free trade, arid the con- 
struction upon its ruins of a now 
building, which should serve tho needs 
of the whole Empire, was a simple 
straightforward, and definite declara- 
tion of Unionist policy, by which tho 
party may be well content to stand or 
fall. It Is also tlie knell of the pre- 
sent Administration. 

The' Dally Chronicle says; — On tho 
subject of home affairs Mr. Balfour's 
speech will hardly satisfy tlioso of his 
supporters who have Been pressing 
him for a declaration • of constructive 
policy. He criticised tlie Government s 
activity, blaming not only its methods

COUNTY COURT OPENS 
FOR CURRENT MONTH 

Abe Drosdovitch Tells Troubles 
to Judge — Cases Set 
for Trial 



The December county court opened 
yesterday, and days were lixed for the 
trial of a number of the cases, others 
being left to stand for a day to bo 
lixed. After the settling of the list, 
the judgment summonses were taken, 
and Abe Drosdovitch made one of his 
periodical appearances. A long time 
age he had a house belonging to him 
painted, but did not pay for it. 
Finally E. E. Wootton got a judgment 
against him which lie has been trying 
to collect ever since. 

Abo always lias a long tale of woo 
which lie unfolds at the rate of five 
rundred words a minute in a manner 
which generally evokes laughter rather 
than tears. Explaining why he would 
not be able to pay an assessment of 
$2.50 during the coming month, ho 
said: 

"I haf no work and I can't get 110 
work with everybody applying for the 
same job. My horse Is 110 good no 
more, twenty- live or thirty years old. 
The wagon's no good. If I went for 
to sell It no one wouldn't give $10 for 
It. My mother is in hospital totally 
deprived of her sight and dependent 
on me for her sole support, and she 
being In hospital I have to attend to 
her and haven't much time to work 
anyhow. I can't pay $2. HO this month 
really I can't, your honour, I can't 
indeed I can't." 

"Perhaps you will lie able to get 
work tills month, and make lots of 
money," suggested his honour, hope- 
fully. 

"Indeed I can't. I can't get work, I 
can't pay, I can't, I can't," and Abe 
faded away mournfully through the 
folding doors of the court room still 
crooning his despairing song. 

One of the cases to be heard tills 
month will be a jury trial of more 
than usual interest. It is the case 
Crompton vs. the 13. C. Electric Com- 
pany, In which J. A. Aikman, who ap- 
pears for the plaintiff, who is suing 
for damages for Injury Inflicted by an 
electric shock, claims that by reason of 
their agreement with the city the elec- 
tric company lias contracted itself out 
of the common law rule which makes 
It necessary for negligence to be 
proved before damages can be col- 
lected. He asserts that they are liable 
for all injuries, no matter how they 
are Incurred. The case was set for 
the 16th Instant.

An option lias been taken for the 
purchase of the Tumbo Island property 
belonging to . F.c-W. d''oster, J. A. Say- 
ward -and others of Victoria, situated 
on Tumbo island In the Gulf of Geor- 
gia, near Saturna and Ponder islands, 
in the archipelago between Victoria 
and Vancouver. For six months past 
A. E. Hepburn, mining engineer and 
promoter of Vancouver, has been ne- 
gotiating for the purchase of the pro- 
perty, it has been known for years 
that a valuable seam was situated on 
Tumbo Island. Sixteen years ago a 
bore hole was put down 2fil) feet and 
passed through a seam of fifteen feet 
i in width of bituminous coal. Subse- 
quently a shall was sunk to win the 
coal. Owing to tlie capital being In- 
sufficient at the time to carry tile shaft 
further than a depth of 200 feet, work 
was abandoned. Now, Mr. Hepburn 
has taken an option for the purchase 
of the property at a large llgure, the 
I amount of which is not given out, and 
j has undertaken to complete the shaft. 
[If, on its sinking the coal is found in 
the quantity anticipated the deal will 
j be completed. 

Samples taken from the bore hole 
have been analyzed by the government 
lassayer and found to be of good qual- 
ity. Tin; geographical formation is the 
same as that of the Nanaimo series 
of mines. Situated as It is on the 
route of steamships between Victoria 
j and Vancouver the development of the 
mine will result in bunkers being 
placed at tile island. It will probably 
take six months to assemble the raa- 
cliinery, pump out the water, and con- 
tinue the sinking of the shaft. 



POLICE COMMISSIONERS 
REFUTE CHARGES MADE 



Deny Allegations of Prevalence 
of Gambling and Breaches 
of License Regulations'

That gambling Is prevalent In the 
city, and that there is a general dis- 
regard shown by proprietors of 
saloons, of tile liquor regulations is 
emphatically denied by the police com- 
missioners. Of late statements have 
been made to the effect that gambling 
Is practically being conducted in a 
wide-open manner In the city and that 
tlie saloons arc repeatedly violating 
the regulations. These statements 
have not been made to the commis- 
sioners, whose duty it is to Investigate 
any such charges and to whom it was 
the duty of those making the charges 
to report In order that a proper lnves- 
gation should be made, but rather 
the charges have been circulated with 
the evident intention of discrediting 
the board. Tlie latter has determined 
that the parties originating these re- 
ports shall have an opportunity of 
making good their insinuations and 
charges. At a meeting of the commis- 
sioners held yesterday afternoon at 
the city hall the matter was discussed 
and the following communication has 
been forwarded to the press: 
To tlie Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir: — I am directed by the Board of 
Police Commissioners to ask you to 
publish, for the public Information, the 
resolution passed at their meeting this 
day, as follows: 

"It having been reported to the 
Police Commissioners that statements 
are being made that saloon-keepers 
nro not obeying the law and that 
gambling Ik prevalent In the city, the 
commissioners challenge such state- 
ments and declare their willingness to 
Investigate any charge of this char- 
acter made to them."

Following the request recently mado 
to tlio polico that efforts should bo 
made to ascertain, if possible, some- 
thing concerning the falo of Sir 
Arthur Curtis, who was lost In the 
wilds of northern British Columbia ten 
years ago, the provincial authorities 
have now been requested to examine 
Into the reports of the disappearance 
of Harry Phlpps , ui d Matthew Trim- 
mon, two young Englishmen who m o | 
believed to have met their deaths while , 
en route to the newly discovered ' 
placer diggings In the Ingonlka coun- 
try. 

Yesterday Superintendent of Provin- 
cial Polico P. S. Hussey, recoived a 
communication from friends of tho 
missing men In the Old Country, ask- 
ing that tlto story published In Eng- 
lish papers concerning the loss of tho 
two men be Investigated. 

From a clipping taken from an Eng- 
lish paper, and enclosed in tho com- 
munication to Superintendent Hussey, 
it would- appear that the story of tho: 
loss of the men was sent from Victoria 
to the Old Country. Tho dispatch 
states that Phipps and Trlmmon I 
started out from Edmonton about tho j 
end of March for the new diggings in 
the north. They had an extensive out- 
fit and took along four horses. On 
June 4 they arrived at Fort Graham on 
tho Flndlay river, and on June 15 had 
reached a spot sixty miles north of I 
that point, but from the time they left i 
Fort Graham nothing has been seen of, 
them. Their camp was discovered 1 
some time later by Indians. All the 
equipment and provisions wero In tho 
lent, but no signs of tho two young' 
men could bo seen. Tho Indians were I 
first attracted to tho camp by finding 
fhe four horses straying several miles 
from tho spot. For several weeks the 
Indians did not touch tiny of tlie camp 
outfit, being under the Impression ! 
that the owners were in the neighbor- i 
hood prospecting, though they were ' 
somewhat surprised that none of the i 
outfit had apparently been touched, 
and no provision had been made for i 
feeding the horses. Finally the In- I 
dlans, when tlie white men failed to I 
put In an appearance, reported their 
find to Mr, Fox, Hudson's Bay com- I 
pany's factor at Fort Graham, and a ! 
search was made for the missing men 
of whom not a trnce could be found. 
It Is believed that the young English- 
men were drowned. 

Superintendent Hussey will endea- 
vor to secure some Information of the 
fate of the two young men, though It , 
will be a long time before he can get 
any word from the v nnrth, as that pnrt 
of the province will be snow bound and 
communication will be almost im- 
possible.

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GLENFARG STRUCK 



Hit Reef in Narrows During Fog 
When Trying to Make Her 
Way From Port 



WILL COME TO ESQUIMAU 



Was Making Second Effort to 
Get Out After Being Fog- 
bound for Two Days 



Tlie steamer (llenfarg, Capt. Ilulman, 
after being delayed two days fogbound 
ut Vancouver when creeping tn rough 
the Narrows outbound on Sunduy, took 
a sheer and struck heavily against a 
reef at the south side of the Narrows. 
Aft of the englnoroom for sunn' dis- 
tance on the port side of the steamer's 
hull, the plates have been damaged, 
and it was found necessary to put 
back to Vancouver and discharge half 
of her cargo. It is expected that the 
Olenfarg will arrive at Esqulmalt to- 
morrow to enter the drydock tor sur- 
vey and repairs. 

The Olenfarg was making her last 
trip outward to Hongkong under char- 
ter to the C. P. H. It was her second 
start. She left before on Friday after- 
noon and made her way slowly In the 
thick fog nearly to the Narrows, when 
it was decided not to chance the voyage 
through, and she returned to her dock 
at Vancouver. She anchored In the 
harbor between Burnaby reef and the 
new pier, her fog bell being heard all 
Saturday. On Sunday another at- 
tempt was made to get to sea. At 
12.50 p. m. the steamer lifted her an- 
chor and started seaward. No sooner 
had she entered the Narrows than t he 
fog shut down again, and the steamer 
made slowly seaward, tooting her 
whistle. Soon a tug, the Achates, was 
heard tooting ahead, and In order to 
Hear hor the Ulenfarg gave way. She 
starboarded her helm and took a sheer 
us the incoming tug went by, dimly 
seen In the fog. 

As she sheered the Olenfarg struck 
with the utter part of her port side. 
The first blow bumped her near the 
cngineroom, and she glided over, 
grinding us she cleared. It was decided 
to put back to Vancouver for examina- 
tion of the injuries, which were found 
to be serious, three of her tanks on the 
port side being found full of salt 
water. The steamer was docked at the 
C. P. R. freight sheds and 'longshore- 
men put to Work to take out the 
greater part of her cargo. The barge 
Princess Louise was brought alongside 
arid the work of transferring the car- 
go is being hurried, while a diver was 
called Into service to make a report on 
the nature of the damage, pending a 
fuller examination, when the vessel Is 
placed on the blocks of the Esqulmalt 
drydock, whither she is to be brought 
us soon as the freight is ■ discharged 
for the necessary repairs. 

Tile Olenfarg carried a cargo of 2700 
tons of general freight, principally 
salt Ash, lead, machinery and lumber, 
canned goods and general merchandise-. 
The salvage steamer Salvor, which was 
fogbound at Vancouver since going to 
assist the Charmer, left the harbor and 
proceeded through the Narrows a short 
time In advance of the Olenfarg. 

The steamer is one of the big fleet 
of Glen steamers owned by McGregor, 
Dow & Co. and Cupt. W. L. Holman, 
her master, has been in her for some 
years, lie lias many friends In Vic- 
toria. The Olenfarg is a steel screw 
steamer of 3647 tons gross, and 23."i0 
tons net registered tonnage, and Is 360 
feet long. '4-1 feet beam and 27.9 feet 
deep. 

Another accident due to the fog was 
reported from Dodd's Narrows, where 
the Victoria tug Hope, Capt. Macau- 
ley, was reported ashore. The steamer 
William Joliffo wus sent to her assist- 
ance. The Hope was reported from 
Ladysmith yesterday.

WANT NORWEGIANS 

EXCLUDED FROM COAST 



Shipmasters' Association, of Vancou- 
ver, Pass Resolution Objecting 
to the Privilege 

The action of the Dominion Govern- 
ment in again restoring to vessels of 
Norwegian register the privilege of 
engaging in the Canadian coastwise 
trade Is evoking a storm of protest 
from Canadian shipping men. The 
matter was discussed at a meeting of 
the Vancouver Shipmasters' associa- 
tion. A resolution placing the associa- 
tion on record will be submitted at 
the next, meeting. 

Mr. A. O. Baillie of Halifax, fiscal 
agent for the Lake Copper Mining 
company, wrote reviewing the situa- 
tion. He pointed out that if the per- 
mission were continued it would pre- 
judicially affect Canadian shipping in- 
terests. 

The text of a proposed resolution he 
desired the local association to en- 
dorse, says in part: 

"Wo protest against Norwegian 
tonnage of any size being retained In 
our coastwise trade after January 1 
1901). 

"And further resolved, that the 
Dominion Government exclude Norwe- 
gians and all foreign shipping and 
sailors from coasting from port to 
port in Canadian coastwise waters and 
trade, and that they be placed on the 
same footing as United States bottoms, 
that are not allowed to carry a pass- 
enger or a pound, of freight in Can- 
adian coastwise waters. 

"As an association, we wish to ex- 
press our sympathy with Canadian 
shipowners In the disastrous policy 
pursued by the government of Canada 
in permitting foreign shipping to con- 
trol our coastwise waters and trade, 
instead of protecting tin; same for 
Canadians, and encouraging the buy- 
ing, building, and manning of our own 
ships. ...

A collision and thirty-live days of 
almost constant gales in which she 
labored, .strained, and had her decks 
almost continually Hooded in the chill 
days of August and September which 
is mid-winter off Cape Horn, mad'.' 
the voyage of the British bark Had- 
don Hall, Capt. Kooltes, an eventful 
one. The vessel reached the outer 
wharf yesterday morning with a cargo 
of general merchandise, mostly salt, 
pig iron and pipe, consigned to Robert 
Ward & Co. Many of the crew were 
injured. The chief oflleer, J. II. Scott, 
was badly hurt by being washed 
against a hatch-combining when the 
Insweeplng seas dashed him along the 
Hooded deck, and at one time no less 
than live men were in their bunks, 
suffering from their injuries. One boy. 
Leigh, who iiad stowed away at Liver- 
pool, was almost washed overboard as 
the bark wallowed off Cape Horn, He 
was rescued when hanging from the 
railing of the poop deck by Ids foot, 
Stowaway Discovered 

It was on April 2 that the tug Blazer 
took the Haddon Hall out from Liver- 
pool and let her go with her white 
wings spread abeam of Tuskar light. 
Two days later a stowaway crawled 
out from his hiding place, and he was 
promptly converted Into a sailor. The 
vessel had a good ran down the At- 
lantic until she was about 39.12 south 
on May 31. and a green light was seen 
on her port bow. The Haddon Hull 
was elose hauled on a starboard tack, 
and the strange vessel, which was on 
the port tack, was the living-way ves- 
sel. She did not give way and the 
Haddon Hall's helm was put hard over 
to take off some of her way while the 
stranger bore across her bow. The 
Haddon Hull hit the vessel, which 
proved to be the four-masted ship Al- 
sterdamm of Hamburg head, on or about 
her main rigging and the two vessels 
swung alongside, the Alstordamm's 
starboard against the Haddon Hall's 
port side. There was a bard grinding 
and it seemed that some of the top- 
hamper must come down, while the 
crews scurried out of the way. The 
Haddon Hull's jlbboom was smashed, 
and other damage was done. After 
the grinding the vessels swung clear. 
Only for a minute were they free. The 
Alstcrdamm was swung in by the sea 
and ground her way along the side of 
tin.' Haddon Hall, stem first, carrying 
away the topgallant mast ami the fore 
upper topsail yard, the truss of the 
foreyard and the main bumpkin was 
broken off. Not a great deal came 
down, the wreckage being held. As 
the Alsterdumm swung clear she car- 
ried away tho main royal yard of the 
Haddon Hall on her bowsprit. The 
two captains agreed to stand by each 
other, but In the night the Alsterdamni 
cleared off. unci two days later, when 
a heavy inrush of water was found In 
tho hold. C.tipt. Fookes decided to bear 
away for Montevideo for repairs. 
Makes Much Water 

After' tho collision the soundings in 
the well showed but a few inches of 
water. Then, suddenly, there was a 
depth of twenty-three inches. The 
forehateh was opened and examina- 
tion siiow that otic <d' the ports had 
broken In and u large volume of wa- 
ter Hooded in. It was necessary to 
remove 250 bags of sodden salt before 
tiie port could be reached. A big sea 
was running, and every wave swept 
an inrush of water into the bold. Af- 
ter the broken port had been "tom- 
med' out, repairs were effected by 
building a frame of planking and fill- 
ing It ti]) with cement. When the 
weather cleared a staging was lowered 
overside and it was effectually block- 
ed. When tlie inrush of water took 
place the boats were cleared away 
and provisioned, everything being made 
ready in case it should be found ne- 
cessary to leave the ship and take to 
tho boats. 

Montevideo was readied three days 
later, two days before the Alsterdamni 
came in. 'flic damaged cargo was 
'taken out and the necessary repairs 
were effected at the Prguayan port, 
and two months after her arrival tlie 
Haddon Hall proceeded on her way to 
Victoria. She left on Aug. 3 rind had 
a good run down to Diego Ramerloz 
light Prom the time the light was 
abeam for nearly six weeks the. ship 
labored and wallowed, with her decks 
almost continually flooded. The log 
shows one long series of such entries 
as: "Violent storm, ship laboring 
heavily, heavy seas sweeping over, 
decks Hooded, cabins and rooms Hood- 
ed out, captain's goods destroyed." 
That was on Aug. 215. ' On Aug. 21 to 
mid-September the log-book Is tilled j 
w ith similar entries. On Aug. 2-!, when | 
the bark rolled in tho heavy gale, 
swinging from beam to beam, and 
shipping large chilling seas, keeping 
her decks tilled with water, .Mate ,J. 
11. Scott was washed along the deck 
four times, the last time being swept 
against a corner of the hatch and 
crippled so that he had to be assisted 
to Ills cabin. Day after day, it was 
the same story. Heavy snow squalls 
occasionally added to the misery of 
all bunds. Tho carpenter, an old man, 
succumbed to the cold and privation 
and with his feel swollen severely was 
carried to bis bunk. In all, live men 
were helpless in their bunks at one 
time. 

Tho Log 

Aug. 2" — Tumbling about incessant- 
ly; decks full of water; seas sweeping 
over. 

August 28-9— Strong gales with snow 
squalls; three nun off, injured. 
Shipping large quantities id' water. 

August 30 — Carpenter Incapable, feet 
'badly swollen; live men nil' work 
owing to Injuries. Decks continually 
full of water. 

August 31— Ship rolling violently; 
shipping great quantities of water; 
decks Hooded. Ship rolling violently 
with loo side under water. 

Through the days the same story Is 
told, a talc of Ice- filled spray and great 
leaping seas pounding on the decks 
and swishing about the waist, of tho 
vessel, smashing doors and ports and 
Hooding out rooms; of heavy snow 
squalls and piercingly cold weather, 
rendering men incapable, while they 
worked, replacing rigging, repairing

broken gear, and Crapping the rigging 
together. ■ Then 'the outgo shifted. The 
log continues: 

Sept. 3, Midnight— Terrific storm, 
with dangerous sea; vessel literally 
deluged with water; starboard after 
port broken off Its hinges. 

Sept. 4 — Terrific storm, mountainous 
dangerous sea; laboring and straining 
terribly; literally deluged with water; 
fastenings of port after port torn 
away. 

Cabins Flooded. 

Entry after entry is the same, day 
after day. All laconically tell of Die 
Hooded decks and the rolling and 
straining of a storm-tossed bark, 
burying her rail as she swings In the 
breaking seas. On Sept. 9th there 
was a variation. The log tells of the 
wheel box being broken away, and the 
cabins flooded as the vessel "fairly 
wallowed in water." The storeroom 
was Hooded that day and some stores 
destroyed. Each subsequent day tho 
log told of the gales, high seas and 
Hooded decks, while laconic sentences 
told of the sufferings of the crew in 
this terse way: "Mott off duty today, 
owing sickness and injuries." Tho 
only variations In the story of discom- 
fort was to tell of the main topmast 
staysail being blown to ribbons, a 
midship port breaking in, the port of 
tho mate's room pounding in as a sea 
struck it, swirling water about his 
little room, splashing him as he lay in 
his berth, the starting of the main 
cliasetree. the washing out of the gal- 
lex-, ami the shifting of the cargo. 
When the fore hatch was opened, the 
pig iron and pipe's were found together, 
] all shifted, and it was hard and labor- 
lousc work, that of shifting and secur- 
ing tin' shifted cargo. Meanwhile the 
vessel had quite a list. 

Galley Flooded. 
It was on September 9th Hint the 
galley was Hooded out. Tile cook with 
his pots and pans and bis food half- 
cooked was intermingled with the 
Hooding sea rind washed out onto the 
(leek in a leap of wreekagi and 

ther, ■ was a hungry watch that day. 
The same day the starboard lifeboat 
was damaged and Other Injury sus- 
tained. 

On Saturday the men usually enm.' 
aft for slops, tobacco, etc., and while 
they were getting their allowance there 
was a shout for help from the poop 
deck. The boy Leigh was found hang- 
ing only by his foot over the weather 
rail, lie had almost been swept over- 
board. Luckily the male was near at 
hand nnd he was rescued In the pick 
of time. 

Th-ere were no less than 23 gales, 
all of which buffet ted the vessel and 
kept her decks flooded almost contin- 
ually for 35 days, while the vessel beat 
about off Cape Horn, making a little 
progress one day and being beaten 
buck the next. Prom the time the 
vessel rounded the Cape Into the Pa- 
cific, good weather was experienced 
i and she mode a good run until about 
j 40 north, when three strong gales were 
encountered, with heavy squalls of 
wind, but little further damage was 
sustained. About a week ago Cape 
Flattery was reached and tlie bark 
beat about since then off the entrance 
of the Straits until Sunday, when tlie 
tug Pioneer picked her up, and she was 
moored at the outer wharf yesterday 
morning to discharge her delayed 
cargo. 



SWIFTSURE BANK BEACON 
HAS BEEN RECOVERED 

Telegram Received From Steamer Lce- 
bro Yesterday Morning An- 
nouncing Find 



The missing Swiftsurc bunk buoy 
with bell, whistle and beacon, which 
broke away from the bank off the en- 
trance to the straits some days ago, 
was located yesterday morning by the 
steamer Lcebro in Barklcy sound, ac- 
cording to- a telegram received yester- 
day morning by the local agent of ma- 
rine, Cupt, .1. Gatidln. The Swiftsure 
hank beacon, which is the largest In 
use in ibis department; was built at 
Prescoit. Out., at a cost of $13,000 and 
is the second buoy of the same model 
placed on .Swiftsure bank. The pre- 
vious one was washed away In a storm 
a sear ago. The one which has just 
been recovered was Becurcd with an 
inch and half chain, tested by Lloyds, 
moored with ~~> fathoms of chain and 
eighteen fathoms of water. The ad- 
vice did not say in what condition the 
buoy was found or whether It lias gone 
ashore. It Is presumed that tin- buoy 
was found adrift In good condition.

SHAWMUT AND TREM0NT 
BOUGHT BY GOVERNMENT 



Deal Completed for Purchaso of Boston 
Liners to Carry Freight to 
Panama 



The deal for the purchase of tho 
steamers Shaw mil t and Tromolit, of 
the Boston Steamship company, for 
use as freighters for the Panama 
canal commission, has been completed. 
For the purchase of two steamers for 
the Isthmian Canal Commission last 
year congress appropriated $1,500,000. 
The owners of the Shawnutt and 'Fre- 
mont at first asked exactly this 
amount, but finally agreed to take for 
the two $1,157,301, which, they stale, 
is 32 per cent, less than they cost live 
and six years ago. The owners agree 
to deliver the vessels at New York 
without cost to the government. These 
vessels will be- Used for carrying sup- 
plies to Hie canal and later will be 
turned over to the navy fur service 
colliers. The government now has a 
contract for 1, 500,000 barrels of cement 
which will be taken from New York 
to Colon. 

The two steamers have been lying 
idle at. Bremerton navy yard for some 
months since they were withdrawn 
from tho Oriental trade. They are 
sister ships, built at Sparrow Point, 
.Mil. Each is 505 feet long by 58 foot 
beam and -is feet depth, with a carry- 
ing capacity of about 18,000 measure- 
ment tons. There are nine hatches on 
deck, twenty-four cargo derricks and 
in addition to the two regular masts 
are six derrick musts. They are twin 
screw steamers with expansion en- 
gines and have superior passenger ac- 
commodations, Installed .after they en- 
tered tlie trade out of Tncoma via 
Victoria. The Shawnutt was the first 
to come out and was followed soon 
after by the Tromolit. 



The port of Portland proposes if Hie 
recommendations of the engineer are 
carried out to build three ocean-going 
tugboats and a. stornwheeler at a cost 
of $325,000 to' take cure of the harbor 
towage. Two tugs will be used off tho 
bar. The engineer recommended thai 
two first class steel tugs be secured, 
about 150 feet long, 26 feel beam and 
10 feet deep, equipped with Scotch 
marine boilers, triple expansion en- 
gines, towing machines, and all ne- 
cessary auxiliaries and accessories, 
and one steel boat about 1 20 feet long, 
22% feet beam and 13 feet deep, 
equipped with compound engines and 
otherwise similar to the large tugs. 
For the river he recommended one 



steel hull, stern wheel tug about 195 
feet long, 42 feet beam and 9 feet 
deep, equipped with cross compound 
engines, firebox boilers, surface con- 
denser and all necessary auxiliaries. 

Complaints ure being made at Port 
Angeles concerning tho steamers of 
tho International, Straits and Puget 
Sound Steamship companies, which 
are the same concern. Following tlie 
complaints, Joshua Oreen, the presi- 
dent nnd manager, made a trip to 
Port Angeles and published a letter 
from a shipbuilding linn at Seattle 
guaranteeing the seaworthiness of the 
steamer Perdlta, which had been 
lengthened and strengthened by the 
firm for service from Port Angeles and 
Seattle to Neuh Bay. Mr. Oreen pro- 
mised to place the steamer Whatcom 
on the route, it" the merchants of 
Port Angeles would make an agree- 
ment to give all their business to the 
steamer. 

The steamer St. Croix litis been sold 
to Schubach and Hamilton of Seattle 
for the Cape Nome trade for about 
$150,000. She will probably carry a I 
party of excursionists on her way j 
around the continent. The S. Croix Is | 
built of wood and Is 210 feet long, with 
accommodation for a large number of 
passengers. She has ninety staterooms. 

The wrecked steamer Soo City, lost 
off Cape Race, Newfoundland, was a 
vessel similar to the Indianapolis of the 
International Steamship company, 
Which formerly ran to Victoria. The 
Indiana Transportation company, 
which recently sold the Soo City, for- 
merly owned the steamer Indianapolis, 
now running between Seattle and Ta- 
coma. The Indianapolis was formerly 
on the excursion run between .Michi- 
gan City and Chicago, on which route' 
the Soo City has piled for years. The 
Soo t'itj was a popular vessel with 
excursionists. She had a capacity lor 
1,200. 

The steamer Rupert City, ex Powha- 
tan, which arrived at William Head on 
Friday morning and proceeded to 
Vancouver, did not. make her way into 
the mainland port until Sunday after- 
noon, having been delayed from Fri- 
day afternoon until that time In Eng- 
lish bay owing to tin- heavy fog at 
Vancouver. As soon as she reached 
Vancouver, workmen were put on 
board to build passenger accommoda- 
tion.

Tho 
use of foreign-style fishing boats has 
been steadily increasing of late years, 
and those boats arc mostly equipped 
with oil motors as well as sails, the. 
tonnage of the majority being '20 or 
thereabouts. About ."0 of these fishing 
boats are now in use in Sliidzouka 
Prefecture, where their operations are 
showing very satisfactory results, The 
cost of building these boats is from 
Y3,fi00 to Y-1,000 each, whereas the 
cost of a Japanese-style boat of a 
similar tonnage would be from ¥1,000 
to VI, 500.

The annual Oak Bay municipal elcc r 
tieuis will be lield on the 11th of Janu- 
ary, nominations taking place on tho 
2nd ol" the month. Cleric J. F. Floyd 
will act us returning officer, with pow- 
er to appoint his own deputies, and 
balloting- will take place at till new 
school house, Oak Bay avenue. These 
arrangements were made at tho regu- 
lar meeting ol' tile district council, 
which was held last evening, Acting 
Reeve Henderson occupying the chair 
and there being a full attendance.' 

Proceedings were opened with the 
submittal of a budget of communica- 
tions, the first being read from the 
sanitary officer reporting that, us a re- 
sult of an inspection, he was forced 
| to pronounce many piggeries in a rep- 
rehensible condition. It was his opin- 
ion that something should be done to- 
wards introducing ;i reform. The mat- 
ter was debated to some extent, but 
it was decided that it was a question 
for tile roads, sewers unci bridges com- 
mittee. Therefore, it was referred to 
that body. 

An application was received from 
William Grahame for tho position of 
engineer in charge of the rock crusher 
and other road improving machinery, 
ordered by the municipality, and now 
on its way from the old country. It 
was referred to the roads, sewers and 
bridges committee. 

Arthur Gore protested against cer- 
j tain rock being allowed to remain on 
: Ins property at Wilmot Piace. He an- 
nounced that rent would bo charged 
for itn> privilege. That matter also was 
referred to the utility committee nfore- 
I mentioned. 

11. F. Hewitt directed attention to 
tin- llow of water from the road to his 
premises on .Mount Baker avenue. The 
road;;, sewers and bridges committee 
wus shouldered with the duty of deal- 
ing with the complaint. 

A communication from a special 
committee of the Victoria Board of 
Trade asking the co-operation of the 
Oak Bay council, by the appointing 
of one of their number, In the com- 
pilation of a booklet detailing compre- 
hensively tile resources of Vancouver 
island was received. The proposal met 
with favor and was unanimously en- 
dorsed. Councillor Newton was se- 
lected to represent the council in the 
work. 

P. Lancaster, wrote offering his ser- 
vices .as sanitary inspector of the dl- 
trict. Instructions we're given the 
clerk to write Informing him that the 
position already was occupied. 

It was announced by It. \V. Cole- 
man, manager of the British and Can- 
adian I, ami company, that the terms 
submitted by the municipality with 
reference' to the draining and providing 
their property, which is adjacent to 
Bowker road, with other public con- 
veniences were accepted. The com- 
munication was referred to tho law 
committee. 

"'■'•.' Two Petitions 

'Two petitions were submitted. The 
first asked for a sidewalk on the east 
side of Foul Bay road front Oak Bay 
road while the second requested the 
installation of sewerage connection and 
water mains on Chaucer and Byron 
streets and Foul Bay ruad. They took 
the usual course. 

Publio Menace 
There was some discussion on tho 
question of tho eradication of a nuis- 
ance, and what was termed a public 
menace in the form of a ditch located 
on the west side of Foul Bay road. It 
was pointed out that tiiis was on the 
Victoria corporation's side of the boun- 
dary. One of tho councillors thought 
that, as flic city had raised a loan of 
$i5U,ooo for the purpose of installing 
surface drains thus rendering such 
questionable expedients unnecessary, 
this particular evil should be dealt with 
Immediately. The. need of haste could 
not be-, over-estimated. A few years 
ago a child had tripped and fallen in- 
to the diteli and it had been alleged 
that death which ensued was due to 
the effects of the submersion. More 
recently a gentleman nail stepped into 
the mud ami filth and the disagree- 
able accident has cost him a suit of 
clothes. lie recommended that the 
matter lie placed in tiie hands of the 
city and government committee and 
that they be commissioned to impress 
the civic solons with the importance 
of taking action. 

Acting Keeve Henderson Introduced 
tin' question rif tiie purchase by the 
municipality of two acres of land situ- 
ated on Cadboro May avenue, lit? ex- 
plained that It belonged to the Victoria 
corporation and that, to effect the ex- 
change, two bylaws would be required. 
One would have to be submitted to 
Die civic ratepayers for the purpose 



of obtaining authority to sell it and 
another would have to be laid before 
tho Oak Bay municipality to obtain 
authority to purchase. On his sug- 
gestion this also was placed in tho 
hands of the city and government com- 
mittee to bring to tho attention of tho 
local council. 

The arrangements for tho next mu- 
nicipal election then were discussed 
with tho results outlined. Instruc- 
tions were given that the voters' lists 
should bo type-written. 
Tho meeting then adjourned.

Now Westminster, Dec. 5. — Aiex 
Turnbull and George Rennle, British 
Columbia's ' representatives on the 
English Olympic Games Lacrosse team 
arrived home early last Thursday 
| morning. In speaking of Die trip the 
veteran Turnbull waxed enthusiastic 
over the future of lacrosse in England 
and the players of that country. He 
generously remarks that they are mar- 
vels for speed and stick handling, and 
Alex. Is no snail himself. All the Eng- 
lish players were tall heavy men and 
witli speed to burn, he says. The 
man he was checking at centre could 
glvo him twenty yards in a hundred 
and beat him out handily. So much 
was tills so that he found on more 
than one occasion that he had to pass 
the same man two or three times on a 
run down. In stick handling the Eng- 
lish players wore experts, and, added 
the veteran, "give me a team of those 
men for three months and they will 
ecpial any aggregation in Canada." 
"You should only have seen him run," 
he added, speaking of his check, "you 
would have thought ;m anchor was 
tied to me." 

"This trip did more for lacrosse in 
England than any previous trip," said 
Alex, "for former teams gave them 
rough play, for which they will not 
stand. If we ever go back we will get 
a bigger crowd Hum any football 
match, now that we are known. 

Of the English people Turnbull says: 
"They are tho linest lot of people I 
ever met. they can't do too much for 
you." lie noted with some suprise 
the absence of the remittance man and 
the "don't you know" man. "I don't 
find any of them over there," he said. 

One of the greatest surprises was 
the London Police Force not only on 
account of their seemingly marvellous 
manner of handling the crowds of 
men and traffic, but on account of 
their affability and knowledge. The 
London police he remarked, was 
his especial friend, for no matter 
what he desired to know all he had 
to do was to ask a policeman. That 
dignitary would reply without hesi- 
tation, and showing marked pleasure 
at being enabled to do a service; it 
was almost impossible to stick them 
for an intelligent answer. 

Edinburgh he found to be the pret- 
tiest city of all that he visited and 
Paris the gayest. The great historical 
buildings of London were visited 
and enjoyed. 

While in England Turnbull met 
two old New Westminster men. Tom 
White, who is taking orders for the 
Brunette Sawmills, of this city, and 
W. Dalgleish, formerly a lacrosse 
player of this city, In charge of the 
Canadian mineral exhibit at the 
Franco-British Exhibition. The Can- 
adian exhibits were so popular that it 
was with difficulty that an entrance 
could be obtained to the building. 

Returning the boys brought hack 
steel engraved diplomas and gold 
and silver medals. Ronnie has been 
spending some time at his old home In 
New Brunswick and added to his tro- 
phies a line moose head, killing a line 
buck of 1,200 pounds. 



CURRENT COMMENT ON 
TIIE OLYMPIC RACE 

Critics Assert Recent Test Was 
Not Fair to Hayes— Bowl- 
ine Discussed 



Referring to tho recent Marathon 
race in which Dorando overcome 
Hayes, the winner of the Olympic 
event, tin- New York World says: 

The time Dorando made last night in 
the race with .1. J. Hayes was nearly 
twelve minutes faster than the time of 
the famous Marathon race at the 
Olympic games In London, which 
Hayes won after Dorando had collaps- 
ed within the Stadium gates. 

This Is not to say the race was 
really faster. Accurate comparison is 
impossible. The race last night was 
run on a very fast cinder track. It 
was as resilient as rubber. "Sparrow" 
Robertson had prepared It, especially 
for the occasion, first laying a thick 
bed of tan bark and clay, with the 
cinders on top. The London Mara- 
thon, which was run over country 
roads, and up and down several hills, 
was a far harder test of any runner's 
endurance. 

In the London race, too, the men 
wore heavy soled shoes. Last night 
they wore track shoes. 

The Globe said: "The race was as 
much like the London Marathon as a 
game of soccer football compares with 
college football. The race was a very 
little test of the respective merits of 
Hayes and Dorando as real Marathon 
racers. Who ever heard of two Mara- 
thon racers going 25 miles of the '.hi 
shoulder to shoulder, with not a sign 
of distress? Or who ever heard of a 
real Marathon race which was un- 
decided till within 325 yeards of the 
finish The struggle was essentially 
a track race. There was no doubt at 
any moment that the Italian was 
Hayes' master at this style."

athletic sport or does it belong to that 
branch of pastime which includes bil- 
liards, trap shooting and the like" 

Opinion on the subject may be con- 
siderably divided but the Indications 
are that some definite rulings will have 
to be made on the matter before long. 
In tin; United States bowling is not 
looked on as a branch of athletics and 
consequently does not come under the 
jurisdiction of the A.A.U. Profes- 
sionals and amateurs appear to bowl 
on the same alley Indiscriminately and 
there have been, it is said, occasions 
on which amateurs have taken cash 
prizes. The professionals are for the 
most part employed by the concerns 
manufacturing the accessories of the 
game and do not necessarily bowl for 
money prizes — but they are in the em- 
ploy of the makers and gain their 
livelihood from their skill in trundling 
— just as tiie trap shooting pros make 
theirs by demonstrating the superior- 
ity of somebody's powder or somebody 
else's gun. 

The ('. A.A.U. are said to have passed 
an opinion to the effect that bowling is 
an athletic sport and consequently, It 
is supposed, will claim jurisdiction 
over the game and its players. This 
will be tiie more remarkable since 
there Is every reason to believe that 
at a bowling tournament held in Tor- 
onto last spring amateurs and profes- 
sionals from the States competed side 
by side. 

Influence of Music. 

A valuable paper on the Reformatory 
and Preventive Influences of Music 
was read before tiie Manchester con- 
ference of Child Saving and Reform- 
atory Institutions. The following Is an 
extract from the report of the ad- 
dross: 

Mr. Merrick claimed that music 
may do for the ear what nature study 
does for the eye. The spirit may he 
chastened and exalted, faculties and 
sympathies may be drawn out by 
melody as well as by flowers. The In- 
fluences of music never lower or do- . 
file. It knows no harm, suggests no 
harm, does no harm. It is never 
selfish, and is a source or pleasure to 
all, except when it is being learned 
and practised. It appeals to the emo- 
tions, is a preventive of hardness, 
Ignorance and vldousnoss, and can 
even combat bodily sickness. The 
chorus and orchestra, the choir and 
hand are schools of discipline no less 
than games and drill. Music knows 
nothing of .social differences, and Is: 
available for all. Singing Is health-! 
fill. Musical homes are generally j 
happy homos. Music Is a hobby that 
by keeping people occupied keeps 
them out of mischief.

Orchestras rather than brass bands 
should lie formed in reformatory 
schools. The orchestral player Is al- 
ways in requisition. He plays better 
music than the brass ban.', player. 

In the course of the discussion, the 
Rev. G. F. Qunton, of Cumberland 
Industrial School, said that boys must 
have a musical faculty In order to 
kindle music in their souls. General 
singing classes should he formed to 
discover thes<; boys, who should then 
be dratted into tiie brasa band. The 
brass band was the easiest music for 
hoys; orchestral instruments were 
more difficult. Musical skill was 
a freemasonry; it enables hoys to 
make friends wherever they went. But 
they must not look to music to make 
boys and girls moral. Music was 
like all the arts — non-moral— not im- 
moral, but having nothing to do with 
morals. It was so with the other arts. 
Musicians were often most touchy, 
irritable people, and as to pronuncia- 
tion, boys and girls who pronounced 
excellently In church lapsed Into the 
vernacular when they got 'outside. It 
was the Imparting of tho Divine 
Spirit that made hoys and girls Into 
musicians.

New York, Dec. 7. — Today's stock 
market narrowed perceptibly in its 
speculative scope. Market pools oper- 
ated by fits and starts on chosen stocks. 
In the 'oody of the list the operations 
were almost entirely in the hands of 
the room traders, who conducted their 
transactions cautiously. The lack of 
decision in any of the day's movements 
reflects accurately the speculative sent- 
iment prevailing for the moment. 

Enough motives for conservatism are 
perceived in tho probable course of 
events over the end of tho year to 
prompt a waiting attitude. The con- 
viction is very general that whatever 
slight firmness there may be lit tno 
money market in connection with the 
approach of the end of the year and its 
numerous requirements. The turn of 
the year will see a relaxation to even 
greater ease. The disbursement of the 
central interest and dividend money is 
counted to revive an active demand. 
The element lu the speculation which 
takes this view of the outlook expects 
the stock market to mark time or fluc- 
tuate narrowly to the end of the year 
and then take up a vigorous advance 
again. 

There were no developments today to 
throw very clear light on the course of 
affairs. The absorption of the float- 
ing supply of shares In the stock mar- 
ket at the low value during last year 
funned a substantial foundation on 
which to start tue extensive rise in 
prices which ha;; occurred since. As 
to how far holdings have been redis- 
tributed since the result of the reaction 
of the high prices brought about i:i the 
speculation, only supposition can be 
mnde. 

The publication of the governments 
December 1st estimate of the condition 
of the winter wheal crop was an event 
of some Importance. The real signifi- 
cance of the 85.3 condition reported is 
somewhat obscured by the active spec- 
ulative conditions In the wheat market 
and the exaggerated estimates by pri-i 
rate experts last week, of the damage 
done to the plant. The violent break 
In the price of wheat which followed 
the appearance of the report was due 
to the previous advance based on these 
expert reports. 

The commencement of dividends at 
the rate of four per cent on Wisconsin 
Central preferred stock was a sustaln- 



lmportant news came cither less bull- 
ish or more bearish than anybody 
looked for. There were three import- 
ant considerations for the trade before 
the session was over — a decided lib- 
eral estimate of 124,000,000 bushels ex- 
portable surplus from the Argentine 
crop; a very , large increase in the visi- 
ble supply; a Washington crop report 
which upset all calculations by giving 
jooth condition and acreage away over 
the popular estimate.

The acreage was posted at 21), - 
884,000 only a moderate shortage from 
the big acreage of a year ago. Of 
course, many well posted people In the 
trade discredit the figures both on con- 
dition and acreage, especially the lat- 
ter. There was no indication of sell- 
ing on Cue part of the big holders. It 
is a market which people with profits 
are willing to get out and await the 
later effect of the bearish figures of 
today on t ho market. 

Corn — Corn prices closed about bot- 
tom for the day. the December showing 
a break 01' one cent from Saturday and 
May half a cent. The weather over the 
corn states being clear and cold, favor- 
able for moving the new crop had some 
bearish effect on the trade. The lead- 
ing feature in the pit during the morn- 
ing was December liquidation.

Dujlln Dec. 7. — Great excitement 
attended a recent nationalist meeting 
In Longford. in the neighborhood of 
Nowtownforbes, about three miles from 
the town. Intense Indlgatton lias been 
aroused among the tenants on the 
Douglas estate by the action of the 
Estates Commissioners, who have ac- 
quired only three hundred acres of the 
untenanted lands for distribution 
among the tenants on the property. It 
Is said there are fifteen hundred acres 
available and the tenants' grievance Is 
that the Commissioners have not 
bought out the entire grass lands. At 
1.20 p.m. a brake arrived containing 
Messrs. .1. P. Farrell. M.P.. David 
.Sheeny, M.P., P. J. Mallon. Solicitor; 
I). Molloy, Chas. McKenna, Thomas 
Duffy. Organizer, U.I.L.; M. P. Molloy. 
and D. Molloy. Nothing unusual oc- 
curred until the brake came near NeW- 
townforbes, and then it was seen that 
1500 armed police had lined the road- 
ways leading to Lainngh and Bally- 
konny, whore are situated large tracts 
of the grazing lands attached to the 
Douglas estate. 

Mr. Hurst. D.I., told Mr. Farrell that 
he had orders from Dublin Castle not 
to allow the parade to enter on the 
Rallykenny or Lamagh roads, and. if 
necessary, he would use force to pre- 
vent It. Mr. Farrell and the others pro- 
tested. The police remained at their 
posts on the roads and the brake pro- 
ceeded towards Newtownforbos, where 
it met contingents from the Drumlish 
and Bulllnamuck branches of the Prill- 
ed Irish League and divisions of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, with 
thine bands, and fully ten thousand 
people following.
